2. In clause (a ) of sub-rule (4) of rule 30A of the Defence of 
India Rules, 62 , the following proviso shall be inserted at the end , 
namely : 

" Provided that if there is no Board of Revenue. Financial Com 
missioner or Commissioner of a Division under the State Government, 
the reviewing authority shall consist of the Chief Secretary and a 
Secretary to the State Governmentspecificd by that Government by 
notification in the official Gazette ;" .

New Delhi, the 23rd March 1964 . 
G. S. R. 511. - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of 
the Essential Commodities Act, 1995 (io of 1955), the Central Govern 
ment herebymake the following Order, namely : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.-- (1 ) This Order may be called 
the Inter-Zonal Wheat and Wheat Products (Movement Control) 
Order, 1964 . 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir . 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions.- In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires , 
(a ) " export" means to take or cause to be taken by any means 

whatsoever, out of any place within a Zone to a place 

outside it ; 
(b ) " external border arca " means the area within a ten mile belt 

all along the border lying within the State of Punjab , 

Rajasthan or Gujarat adjoining the territory of West Pakistan 
(c) " import" moans to take or cause to be taken , by any means 

whatsoever, into any place within a Zone from a place 

outside it ; 
( d ) " State Government" means the Government of any Sate 

included in a Zone and includes the administrator of a Union 

territory ; 
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(e) "Wheat" includes any mixture of wheat and other foodgrains 

in which the proportion of wheat exceeds 2 per cent; 
(1) " wheat product" means wholemealatta , resultant atta, maida , 

sooji or rawa; 
(8) " Zone " means any of the territorial Units of India consisting 

of a State or States or Union territories as specified in the 

Schedule annexed to this Order ; 
(h ) " zonal border area " means the area within a five-mile belt all 

along the border of a Zone adjoining the territory comprising 
another Zone or , the case may be, the area lying outside 

any of the Zones. 
3 . Prohibition of export and import of wheat and wheat products. 
(1) No person shall export or attempt to export or abet the export of 
wheat or any wheat product except under and in accordance with a 
permit issued by the Central Government or by the Government of the 
State from which such wheat or wheat product is to be exported or by 
an officer authorised in that behalf by the Central Government or, as 
the case may be, by the Government of that State. 

(2) No person shallimport or attempt to import or abet the import 
of wheat or any wheat product except under and in accordance with a 
permit i sued by the Central Government or by the Government of the 
State into which such wheat or wheat product is to be imported or by 
an officer authorised in that behalf by the Central Government or, as 
the casemay be, by the Government of that State : 

Provided that nothing contained in sub-clause (1) or sub -clause 
(2) shall apply to the export or import of wheat or any wheat 
product: 

(i) not exceeding 5 kilograms in weight in the aggregate by a 

bona fide traveller as part ofhis luggage; or 
(ii) on Government account; or 
(iii) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes; or 
(iv ) received by way of gift under the Indo-US Agreement on 

Relief Supplies, 1951, ant despatched by the Regional 
Director (Food) , Bombay, Madras or Calcutta , to a romince 
of the American Voluntary Relief Agency concerned for relief 

purposes: 
Provided further that nothing contained in sub-clause (1) shall 
apply to : 

(i) the exportofwheat or any wheat product from any place 

within the State of Punjab to any place within the State of 

Jammu and Kashmir ; or 
(ii) the export of wheat or any wheat product from any place in 

the State of Maharashira to any place within the area 
comprising Goa in the Union territory ofGoa, Daman and 

Diu : 
Provided also that it shall be lawful for a person to export or 
import under and in accordance with a permit granted by the State 
Government baving jurisdiction in this behalf 
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. (a) seed wheat for bona fideagricultural purposes ; or 

(b ) wheat produced on land owned or cultivated by the person 
seeking such export or import for personal domestic consumption at 
his place of residence. 

4. Restriction on themovement of wheat or wheat pr duets to or within 
zonal border area. - No person shall, move, attempt to move or abet the 
movement ofwheat or any wheat product 

(a ) to any place in the zonal border area from any place outside 
that area ; or 

( b ) from any place in the zonal border area to any other place in 
that area , 
except under and in accordance with a permit issued by the State 
Government having jurisdiction in this behalf or by an officer autho . 
rised in that behalf by that Government. 

5. Restriction on themovement of what or wheat products to or within the 
external border area. - No person shall move, attempt to move or abet 
the movement of wheat or any wheat product 

(a ) to any place in the external border area from any place outside 
that area ; or 

(b ) from any place in the external border arca to any other place 
in that area , 
except under and in accordance with a permit issued by the State 
Government having jurisdiction in this behalf or by an officer autho 
rised in that behalf by that Government. 

6. Exemption . —Nothing contained in clause 4 or clause 5 shall 
apply to the movement of wheat or any wheat product, as the case 
may be 

(i) on Government account ; 
(ii) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes ; or 
(iii) within the sametown or village in the zonal border arca or 

in the external border area ; or 
( iv) not exceeding twenty kilograms in weight in the aggregate at 

one time by a bona fide resident of the zonal border area or of 

the external border area for domestic consumption ; or 
(v) not exceeding five kilograms in weight in the aggregate by a 

bona fide traveller as part of his luggage ; or 
(vi) received by way of gift under the Indo-US Agreement on 

Relief Supplies, 1951, and despatched by the Regional Director 
(Tool), Bombay,Madras or Calcutta, to a nominee of the 
American Voluntary Relief Agency concerned for relief 

purposes ; 
( vii) from a village in the sonal border area or in the external 

border area to the nearest grain market (mandi) for the pur 
pose of sale, whether such market is within or outside any 
such arca . 


7. Povers of entry, search, seizure etc.- (1) Any Police Officer not 
welow the rank of a Head Constable or any other person authorised in 
this behalf by the Central Government or the State Government baving 
jurisdiction may, with a view to securing compliance with this Order 
or to satisfying himself that this Order has been complied with, - 
(a ) stop and search, or authorize any person to stop and search 

any person or any boat, motor or other vehicle or any 
receptacle used or intended to be used for the export or import 

of wheat or any wheat product ; 
(b ) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search 

any place ; 
(c) seize or authorise the seizure of any wheat or wheat product 

in respect of which he suspects that any provision of this Order 
bas been , is being or is about to be contravened along with 
the packages, coverings or receptacles in which such wheat or 
wheat product is found , or the animals, vehicles, vessels, boats 
or other 

coavexaretters take of authorise the taking of all 
product and 
measures necessary for securing the production ofthepackages, 
coverings, receptacles, animals, vehicles. vessels, boats or other 
conveyances so seized , in a court and for their safe custody 

pending such production, 
(2 ) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal 
i rocedure, 1893 (5 of 1998 ) , relating to search and seizure shall, so far 
as may be, apply to searches and seizures under this clause.

In the case of High Schools, Applicants Sponsors are perunited to 
open Standard VIII only. 

The Schools mentioned will be actually allowed to function from 
the aforesaid date only if all the conditions provided in the Kerala 
Education Rules for opening of School are satisfactorily fulfilled on or 
before the opening date .

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On summons being issued to the parties they have entered 
appearance and filed their respective statements . 

The case of the 
union is that they were denied employment since they resorted to 
satiyagraha in order to make themanagement implement the settle 
mert reached on 10-12-1963 between the union and the management 
regarding the arrears of bonus etc. On advice from the District 
Labour Officer the satiyagraha was withdrawn and the District Labour 
Rs. 25 on 18-9-1963 by the Industrial Tribunai, Calicut.

The Industrial dispute beiween the partis describe . above was referr 
ed to this court for adjudication by Order No 54756 /H3/63/HLD dated 
24-8-1963 of the Health & Labour Department (Health H ) of the 
Government ofKerala . The only issue referred for adjudication is 

" Increase in wages." 
2. The Secretary of the Volkart Brothers Workers Union , Chi 
rakkara, Tellicherry , submitted the claim statement on Ist October, 
1963. In the statement, the Secretary submitted as follows 

The claim for wage increase in the above dispute is confined to 
the women garblers employed by the Volkart Brothers in Moracoon 
Coffee curing works at Tellicherry. As per the awards passed in 
I. D. Nos. 31 and 37 of 1959, the wages of women garblers were in 
creased from Rs. 1.25 to Rs. 1:37 from 1st September, 1957. The 
said awards were passed as a result of agreement entered into between 
the management and workers and the awards were in force till 
31-8-1962. The Volkart Brothers is a well established and a world 
renowned industrial firm engaged inter-alia in coffee curing business.

All these years it has earned enor 
mous profit. The amount to the credit of its reserve account has 
swelled . There is little risk involved in the Coffee Curing business. 
The union conclude with a prayer that the said women workers shall 
be given an enhanced rate of wages. 

3. The Secretary or the Moracoon Coffee Curing Works Labour 
Union, Chirakkara, Tellicherry, submitted the claim statement on 
7-10-1963. In this statement also the Secretary points out that although 
the cost of living has considerably increased now , no increase in wages 
has been so far allowed to the workers. Here also , the better wage 
conditions of similarly employed workers in similar industries are 
pointed out by the Secretary. It is assorted and affirmed that the 
management is having a commentably good financial capacity and 
stability and therefore the workers are entitled definitely to a better 
wage structure . 

4. The management submitted their reply statement on 
8-11-1963 and in the statement they contended as follows: 

Coffee Curing is a process of preparing the produces forthe market 
and consisting of the operations of drying,milling, grading and garbling 
(sorting) and that it is only a service industry and not a production

unit. The demand for an increase in wages for both men and women 
workers is unwarranted and not justifiable, esnecially when the coffee 
plantation industry is now passing through difficult times as a result of 
increased cost, poor cropsand reduce ! prices for the coffee produced. 
Any increase in the cost of curing occasioned by an increase in labour 
wages would have to be passed on to the producer and this will impose 
an unbearable burden on him . The contention of the unions that cost of 
living has considerably increased, but no increase has so fur been 
agreement dated 31-12-1961have been given an adhoc increment of 
Rs. 4-50 on cach lorry load of coffee received for curing amounting 
to an increase of 

rate ofwages and this increase has come 
into force from the season 1961-62 onwards. The seasonal carnings of 
these workers are generally higher than the carnings of workers in other 
industries of this place, like matches and beedies.

THE KERALA ANCIENT MONUMENTS AND 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL SITES AND REMAINS 

BILL , 1964 

A 

BILL 
to provide for the preservation of ancient monuments 

and archaeological sites and remains other than 
those of national importance , for the regulation 
of archaeological excavations and for the pro 
tection of sculptures , carvings and other like 
objects. 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to pro 
vide for the preservation of ancient monuments and 
archaeological sites and remains other than those of 
national importance , for the regulation of archaeo 
logical excavations and for the protection of sculp 
tures, carvings and other like objects; 

Be it enacted in the Fifteenth year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1) 
This Act may be called the Kerala Ancient Monu 
ments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 
1964 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of 
Kerala. 
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( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Government may, by notification in the Gazette, 
appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context 
otherwise requires, 

( a ) " ancient monument" means any structure , 
erection or monument, or any tumulus or place of 
internment, or any cave , rock - sculpture , inscription 
or monolith , which is of historical, archaeological or 
artistic interest and which has been in existence for 
not less than one hundred years and includes 

(i) the remains of an ancient monument, 
( ii) the site of an ancient monument, 

( iii) such portion of land adjoining the site of 
an ancient monument as may be required for fenc 
ing or covering in or otherwise preserving such 
monument, and 

( iv ) the means of access to , and convenient 
inspection of, an ancient monument ; 
but does not include any ancient or historicalmonu 
ment declared by or under law made by Parliament 
to be of national importance ; 

( b ) " antiquity " includes 

(i) any coin , sculpture, manuscript, epigraph , 
or other work of art or craftsmanship , 

(ii) any article , object or thing detached from 
a building or cave, 

(iii) any article , object or thing illustrative of 
science , art, crafts, literature, religion , customs, 
morals or politics in bygone ages , 

( iv ) any article, object or thing of historical 
interest, and 

( v ) any article , object or thing declared by the 
Government, by notification to be an antiquity for 
the purposes of this Act, which has been in existence 
for not less than one hundred years; 

( c ) " archaeological officer" means an officer of 
the Department of Archaeology of the Government 
not lower in rank than an epigraphic assistant . 

( d ) " archaeological sites and remains" means 
any area which contains or is reasonably believed to 
contain ruins or relics of historical or archaeological ** 
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importance which have been in existence for not less 
than one hundred years and includes 

( i) such portion of land adjoining the area as 
may be required for fencing or covering in or other 
wise preserving it, and 

(ii) the means of access to , and convenient 
inspection of the area ; 
but does not include any archaeological site or 
remains declared by or under law made by Parlia 
ment to be of national importance ; 

( e ) " Director" means the Director Archaeology 
and includes any officer authorised by the Govern 
ment to exercise the powers and perform the duties 
of the Director under this Act ; 

( f) " maintain " with its grammatical variations 
and cognate expressions, includes the fencing cover 
ing in , repairing, restoring and cleansing of a pro 
tected monument, and the doing of any act which 
may be necessary for the purpose of preserving a 
protected monument or of securing convenient access 
thereto ; 

( g ) " notification " means a notification publish 
ed in the Gazette ; 

( h ) " owner" includes 

(i) a joint owner invested with powers of 
management on behalf of himself and other joint 
owners and the successor- in -title of any such owner ; 
and 

( ii) any manager or trustee exercising powers 
of management and the successor - in -office of any 
such manager or trustee; 

(i) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made 
under this Act ; 

(j) "protected area" means any archaeological 
site and remains which is declared to be a protected 
area by or under this Act ; 

( k ) " protected monument" means an ancient 
monumentwhich is declared to be a protected monu 
ment by or under this Act. 
PROTECTION OF ANCIENT MONUMENTS AND 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL SITES AND REMAINS 
3. Certain ancient monuments, etc., deemed to be 
protected monuments or areas. - All ancient and his 
torical monuments and all archaeological sites and 
remains which have been declared by the Ancient 
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Monuments Preservation Act, 1904 ( Central Act VII 
of 1904) , or the Travancore Ancient Monuments 
Preservation Act, 1112 (Act I of 1112 ), or the 
Cochin Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1110 
(Act IX of 1110 ) to be protected monuments but 
which have not been declared by or under law made 
by Parliament to be of national importance, shall be 
deemed to be ancient and historical monuments or 
archaeological sites and remains declared to be pro 
tected monuments or areas for the purposes of this 
Act. 

PROTECTED MONUMENTS 
4. Power of Government to declare ancient monu 
ments etc., to be protected monuments and areas.- 
( 1 ) The Government may, by notification , declare an 
ancient monument or archaeological site and remains 
to be a protected monument or a protected area as 
the case may be within the meaning of this Act. 

( 2 ) A copy of every notification , published 
under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be fixed up in a conspi 
cuous place on or near the monument, or the site and 
remains, as the case may be, together with an inti 
mation that any objections to the issue of the noti 
fication , received by the Government within two 
months from the date when it is so fixed up will be 
taken into consideration . 

( 3 ) On the expiry of the said period of two 
months, the Government, after considering the 
objections, if any, received by them shall confirm 
or withdraw the notification . 

(4 ) A notification published under this section 
shall, unless and until it is withdrawn , be conclusive 
evidence of the fact that the ancient monument or 
the archaeological site and remains to which it 
relates is a protected monument or a protected area 
within the meaning of this Act . 

5. Acquisition of rights in a protected monu 
ment.- ( 1 ) The Director may, with the sanction of 
the Government, purchase, or take a lease of, or 
accept a gift or bequest of, any protected monument. 

( 2 ) Where a protected monument is without 
an owner , the Director may, by notification , assume 
the guardianship of themonument. 

( 3 ) The owner of any protected monument may 
by written instrument , constitute the Director the 
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guardian of the monument and the Director may , 
with the sanction of the Government, accept such 
guardianship . 

.. (4 ) When the Director has accepted the guardian 
ship of a monument under sub - section ( 3 ), the 
owner shall, except as expressly provided in this Act, 
have the same estate, right, title and interest in and 
to themonument as if the Director had not been con 
stituted a guardian thereof ; and the provisions of 
this Act relating to agreements executed under sec 
tion 6 shall apply to the written instrument executed 
under the said sub -section . 

(5 ) Nothing in this section shall affect the use 
of any protected monument for customary religious 
observances. 

6. Preservation of protected monument by agree 
ment.- ( 1) The Director, when so directed by the 
Government, shall propose to the owner of a protect 
ed monument to enter into an agreement with the 
Government within a specified period , for the main 
tenance of the monument. 

( 2 ) An agreement under this section may pro 
vide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : 

( a ) the maintenance of the monument; 

(b ) the custody of the monument and the 
duties of any person who may be employed to watch 
it ; 

(c ) the restriction of the owner s right 
( i) to use the monument for any purpose , 

(ii) to charge any fee for entry into, or ins 
pection of the monument, 

(iii ) to destroy, remove , alter or deface the 
monument , or 

( iv ) to build on or near the site of the monu 
ment ; 

( d ) the facilities of access to be permitted to 
the public or any section thereof or to the Director 
or to persons deputed by the owner or the Director 
or the Collector to inspect or maintain the monu 
ment ; 

( e ) the notice to be given to the Government 
in case the land on which the monument is situated 
or any adjoining land is offered for sale by the owner , 
and the right to be reserved to the Government to 
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purchase such land, or any specified portion of such 
land , at its market value ; 

(f) the payment of any expenses incurred by 
the owner or by the Government in connection with 
the maintenance of the monument; 

( g ) the proprietory or other rights which are 
to vest in the Government in respect of the monu 
ment when any expenses are incurred by the Gov 
ernment in connection with the maintenance of the 
monument; 

(h ) the appointment of an authority to decide 
any dispute arising out of the agreement; and 

(i ) any matter connected with the mainte 
nance of the monument which is a proper subject of 
the agreement between the owner and the Govern 
ment. 

( 3 ) The Government or the owner may , at any 
time after the expiration of three years from the 
date of execution of an agreement under this sec 
tion, terminate the agreement on giving six months 
notice in writing to the other party: 

Provided that where the agreement is terminat 
ed by the owner, he shall pay to the Government the 
expenses, if any, incurred by them on the mainte 
nance of the monument during the five years imme 
diately preceding the termination of the agreement 
or, if the agreement has been in force for a shorter 
period , during the period the agreement was in force. 

( 4 ) An agreement under this section shall be 
binding on any person claiming to be the owner of 
the monument to which it relates, from , through or 
under a party by whora , or on whose behalf, the 
agreement was executed . 

7. Owners under disability or not in possession. 
( 1 ) If the owner of protected monument is unable , by 
reason of infancy or other disability , to act for him 
self , the person legally competent to act on his 
behalf may exercise the powers conferred upon an 
owner by section 6 . 

( 2 ) In the case of a protected monument which 
is a village property the headman or other village 
officer exercising powers of management over such 
property may exercise the powers conferred upon an 
owner by section 6 . 

( 3 ) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
empower any person not being of the same religion 
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as the person on whose behalf he is acting to make 
or execute an agreement relating to a protected 
monument which or any part of which is periodi 
cally used for the religious worship or observances 
of that religion. 

8. Application of endowment to repair a protected 
monument.- ( 1 ) If any owner or other person com 
petent to enter into an agreement under section 6 for 
the maintenance of a protected monument refuses 
or fails to enter into such an agreement, and if any 
endowment has been created for the purposes of 
keeping such monument in repair or for that pur 
pose among others , the Government may institute a 
suit in the court of the District Judge, or if the esti 
mated cost of repairing the monument does not ex 
ceed one thousand rupees, may make an application 
to the District Judge, for the proper application of 
such endowment or part thereof. 

( 2 ) On the hearing of an application under sub 
section (1 ), the District Judge may summon 

and 
examine the owner and any person whose evidence 
appears to him necessary and may pass an order for 
the proper application of the endowment or of any 
part thereof , and any such order may be executed as 
if it were a decree of a civil court. 

9. Failure or refusal to enter into an agreement. 
( 1 ) If any owner or other person competent to enter 
into an agreement under section 6 for the mainte 
nance of a protected monument refuses or fails to 
enter into such an agreement, the Government may 
make an order poviding for all or any of the matters 
specified in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 6 , and such 
order shall be binding on the owner or such other 
person and on every person claiming title to the 
monument from , through or under, the owner or 
such other person . 

( 2 ) Where an order made under sub -section ( 1 ) 
provides that the monument shall be maintained by 
the owner or other person competent to enter into 
an agreement, all reasonable expenses for the main 
tenance of the monument shall be payable by the 
Government. 

( 3 ) No order under sub - section ( 1 ) shall be made 
unless the owner or other person has been given an 
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opportunity of making a representation in writing 
against the proposed order. 

10 . Power to make order prohibiting contraven 
tion of agreement under section 6.- ( 1 ) If the 
Director apprehends that the owner or occupier of 
a protected monument intends to destroy, remove , 
alter , deface, imperil or misuse the monument or to 
build on or near the site thereof in contravention of 
the terms of an agreement executed under section 6 , 
the Director may, after giving the owner or occupier 
an opportunity of making a representation in writ 
ing, make an order prohibiting any such contraven 
tion of the agreement: 

Provided that no such opportunity need be given 
in any case where the Director, for reasons to be 
recorded , is satisfied that it is not expedient or prac 
ticable to do so . 

( 2 ) Any person aggrieved by an order under 
this section may appeal to the Government within 
such time and in such manner as may be prescribed 
and the decision of the Government shall be final. 

11. Enforcement of agreement.-- ( 1 ) If an owner 
or other person who is bound by an agreement for 
the maintenance of a monument under section 6 
refuses or fails , within such reasonable time as the 
Director may fix , to do any act which in the opinion 
of the Director is necessary for the maintenance of 
the monument, the Director may authorise any per 
son to do any such act , and the owner or other per 
son shall be liable to pay the expenses of doing any 
such act or such portion of the expenses as the owner 
may be liable to pay under the agreement. 

( 2 ) If any dispute arises regarding the amount 
of expenses payable by the owner or other person 
under sub -section ( 1 ) , it shall be referred to the Gov 
ernment whose decision shall be final. 

12. Purchaser at certain sales and persons claim 
ing through owner bound by instrument executed by 
owner.-- Every person who purchases, at a sale for 
arrears of land revenue or any other public demand, 
any land on which is situated a monument in respect 
of which any instrument has been executed by the 
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owner for the time being under section 5 or section 
6 and every person claiming any title to a monument 
from , through or under, an owner who executed any 
such instrument, shall be bound by such instrument. 

13. Acquisition of protected monuments. If the 
Government apprehend that a protected monument 
is in danger of being destroyed , injured , misused , or 
allowed to fall into decay , they may acquire the pro 
tected monument under the provisions of the Kerala 
Land Acquisition Act, 1961 ( Act 21 of 1962) as if 
the maintenance of the protected monument were a 
public purpose within the meaning of that Act. 

14. Maintenance of certain protected monu 
ments.- ( 1 ) The Government shall maintain every 
monument which has been acquired under section 13 
or in respect of which any of the rights mentioned 
in section 5 have been acquired . 

( 2 ) When the Director has assumed the guard 
ianship of a monument under section 5 , he shall, for 
the purpose of maintaining such monument, have 
access to the monument at all reasonable times , by 
himself and by his agents , subordinates and work 
men, for the purpose of inspecting the monument and 
for the purpose of bringing such materials and doing 
such acts as he may consider necessary or desirable 
for the maintenance thereof . 

15. Voluntary contributions. The Director may 
receive voluntary contributions towards the cost of 
maintaining a protected monument and give orders as 
to the management and application of any funds so 
received by him : 

Provided that no contribution received under 
this section shall be applied to any purpose other 
than the purpose for which it was contributed . 

16. Protection of place of worship from misuse , 
pollution or desecration .- ( 1) A protected monument 
maintained by the Government under this Act, 
which is a place of worship or shrine shall not be 
used for any purpose inconsistent with its character. 

(2 ) Where the Government nave acquired a pro 
tected monument under section 13, or where the 
Director has purchased or taken a lease or accepted 
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a gift or bequest or assumed guardianship of, a pro 
tected monument under section 5 , and such monu 
ment or any part thereof is used for religious worship 
or observances by any community , the Collector shali 
make due provision for the protection of such monu 
ment or part thereof, from pollution or desecration 

( a ) by prohibiting the entry therein , except in 
accordance with the conditions prescribed with the 
concurrence of the persons, if any, in religious charge 
of the said monument or part thereof, of any person 
not entitled so to enter by the religious usage of the 
community by which the monument or part thereof 
is used , or 

( b ) by taking such other action as he may think 
necessary in this behalf . 

17. Relinquishment of Government right in a 
monument. With the sanction of the Government, 
the Director may , 

( a ) where rights have been acquired by the 
Director in respect of any monument under this Act 
by virtue of any sale , lease , gift or will , he may relin 
quish , by notification , the rights so acquired , to the 
person who would for the time being , be the owner 
of the monument if such rights had not been 
acquired or 

(b ) relinquish any guardianship of a monu 
ment which he has assumed under this Act. 

18. Right of access to protected monuments. 
Subject to any rules made under this Act, the public 
shall have a right of access to any protected monu 
ment. 

PROTECTED AREAS 
19. Restrictions of enjoyment of property rights 
in protected areas.- ( 1 ) No person , including the 
owner or occupier of a protected area , shall construct 
any building within the protected area or carry on 
any mining, quarrying, excavating , blasting or any 
operation of a like nature in such area , or utilise such 
area or any part thereof in any other manner without 
the permission of the Government: 

Provided that nothing in this sub -section shall 
be deemed to prohibit the use of any such area or 
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part thereof for purposes of cultivation if such culti 
vation does not involve the digging of not more than 
one foot of soil from the surface. 

( 2 ) The Government may, by order, direct that 
any building constructed by any person within a pro 
tected area in contravention of the provisions of sub 
section ( 1 ) shall be removed within a specified period 
and , if the person refuses or fails to comply with the 
order, the Collector may cause the building to be 
removed and the person shall be liable to pay the cost 
of such removal. 

20. Power to acquire a protected area . - If the 
Government are of opinion that any protected area 
contains an ancient monument, or antiquities of re 
gional interest and value, they may acquire such area 
under the provisions of the Kerala Land Acquisition 
Act, 1961 (Act 21 of 1962) as if the acquisition were 
for a public purpose within the meaning of that Act. 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL EXCAVATIONS 
21. Excavations in protected areas. - Subject to 
the provisions of section 24 of the Ancient Monu 
ments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 
1958 (Central Act 24 of 1958) an archaeological 
officer or an officer authorised by him in this behalf 
or any person holding a licence granted in this behalf 
under this Act (hereinafter referred to as the 
licensee ) may, after giving notice in writing to the 
Director and the owner , enter upon and make exca 
vations in any protected area . 

22. Excavations in areas other than protected 
areas.-- Subject to the provisions of section 24 of the 
Ancient Monuments and Archaeological Sites and 
Remains Act, 1958 (Central Act 24 of 1958) where 
an archaeological officer has reason to believe that 
any area not being a protected area , contains ruins 
or relics of historical or archaeological importance, 
he or an officer authorised by him in this behalf may, 
after giving notice in writing to the Director and the 
owner, enter upon and make excavations in the area . 

23. Compulsory purchase of antiquities, etc., dis 
covered during excavation operations.- ( 1 ) Where, 
as a result of any excavations made in any area under 
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section 21 or section 22 , any antiquities are discover 
ed , the archaeological officer or the licensee , as the 
case may be, shall , 

( a ) as soon as practicable , examine such anti 
quities and submit a report to the Government in such 
manner and containing such particulars as may be 
prescribed ; 

(b ) at the conclusion of the excavation opera 
tions, give notice in writing to the owner of the land 
from which such antiquities have been discovered , as 
to the nature of such antiquities . 

(2 ) Until an order for the compulsory purchase 
of any such antiquities is made under sub - section 
( 3 ), the archaeological officer or the licensee , as the 
case may be , shall keep them in such safe custody 
as he may deem fit. 

( 3 ) On receipt of a report under sub- section ( 1 ) , 
the Government may make an order for the com 
pulsory purchase of any such antiquities at their 
market value . 

( 4 ) When an order for the compulsory purchase 
of any antiquities is made under sub- section (3 ) , 
such antiquities shall vest in the Government with 
effect from the date of the order. 

24. Excavation etc., for archaeological purposes. 
Subject to the provisions of section 21 and save as 
provided in sections 22 and 23 , no archaeological 
officer or other authority shall undertake, or auth 
orise any person to undertake, any excavation or 
other like operation for archaeological purposes in 
any area which is not a protected area except with 
the previous approval of the Government and in 
accordance with such rules or directions, if any, as 
the Government may make or give in this behall . 


PROTECTION OF ANTIQUITIES 
25. Power of Government to control moving of 
antiquities.- ( 1 ) If the Government consider that any 
antiquities or class of antiquities ought not to be 
moved from the place where they are without their 
sanction , the Government may, by notification direct 
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that any such antiquity or any class of such anti 
quities shall not be moved except with the written 
permission of the Director. 

(2 ) Every application for permission under sub 
section ( 1 ) shall be in such form and contain such 
particulars as may be prescribed . 

(3 ) Any person aggrieved by an order refusing 
permission may appeal to the Government whose de 
cision shall be final. 

26. Purchase of antiquities by Government 
( 1 ) If the Government apprehend that any antiquity 
mentioned in a notification issued under sub -section 
( 1 ) of section 25, is in danger of being destroyed , re 
moved , injured , misused or allowed to fall into decay 
or are of opinion that, by reason of its historicai or 
archaeological importance , it is desirable to preserve 
such antiquity in a public place, the Governmentmay 
make an order for the compulsory purchase of such 
antiquity at its market value and the Director shall 
thereupon give notice to the owner of the antiquity 
to be purchased . 

( 2 ) Where a notice of compulsory purchase is 
issued under sub -section ( 1 ) in respect of any anti 
quity , such antiquity shall vest in the Government 
with effect from the date of the notice. 

( 3) The power of compulsory purchase given by 
this section shall not extend to any image or symbol 
actually used for bona fide religious observances . 

PRINCIPLES OF COMPENSATION 
27. Compensation for loss or damage . - Any owner 
or occupier of land who has sustained any loss or 
damage or any diminution of profits from the land 
by reason of any entry on , or excavations in , such 
land or the exercise of any other power conferred 
by this Act, shall be paid compensation by the Govern 
ment for such loss, damage or diminution of profits. 

28. Assessment of market value or compensation. 
( 1 ) The market value of any property which the 
Government are empowered to purchase at such value 
under this Act, or the compensation to be paid by 
the Government in respect of anything done under 
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this Act, shall, where any dispute arises in respect 
of such market value or compensation , be ascertained 
in the manner provided by the Kerala Land Acqui 
sition Act, 1961 (Act 21 of 1962) so far as it can be 
made applicable : 

Provided that, when making an enquiry under 
the Kerala Land Acquisition Act , 1961 (Act 21 of 
1962 ) the Collector shall be assisted by two assessors, 
one of whom shall be a competent person nominated 
by the Government and one a person nominated by 
the owner, or, in case the owner fails to nominate an 
assessor within such reasonable time as may be fixed 
by the Collector in this behalf, by the Collector. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything in sub -section ( 1 ) 
or in the Kerala Land Acquisition Act, 1961 (Act 21 
of 1962) in determining the market value of any anti 
quity in respect of which an order for compulsory 
purchase is made under sub - section ( 3 ) of section 
23 or under sub - section ( 1 ) of section 26 , any increase 
in the value of the antiquity by reason of its being 
of historical or archaeological importance shall not 
be taken into consideration . 


MISCELLANEOUS 
29. Delegation of powers.-- The Governmentmay, 
by notification, direct that any powers conferred on 
them by or under this Act shall , subject to such con 
ditions as may be specified in the direction , be exer 
cisable also by such officer or authority subordinate 
to the Government, as may be specified in the dire 
ction . 
30. Penalties.- ( 1 ) Whoever 

(i) destroys, removes, injures, alters , defaces, 
imperils or misuses a protected monument, or 

(ii) being the owner or occupier of a protected 
monument, contravenes an order made under sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 9 or under sub - section ( 1 ) of 
section 10 , or 

( iii) removes from a protected monument any 
sculpture, carving, image, bas-relief, inscription , or 
other like object, or 


(iv ) does any act in contravention of sub -sec 
tion ( 1 ) of section 19, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may 
extend to three months , or with fine which may ex 
tend to five thousand rupees, or with both . 

( 2 ) Any person who moves any antiquity in con 
travention of a notification issued under sub - section 
( 1 ) of section 25 shall be punishable with fine which 
may extend to five thousand rupees ; and the court 
convicting a person of any such contravention may, 
by order, direct such person to restore the antiquity 
to the place from which it was moved . 

31. Jurisdiction to try offences. — No court inferior 
to that of a Magistrate of the first class shall try any 
offence under this Act. 

32. Certain offences to be cognizable. — Notwith 
standing anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, i898 (Central Act 5 of 1898 ) , an offence 
under clause (i ) or clause ( iii) of sub-section ( i ) 
of section 30 shall be deemed to be a cognizable 
offence within the meaning of that Code. 

33. Special provision regarding fine. - Notwith 
standing anything contained in section 32 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1898 ( Central Act 5 of 1898 ) 
it shall be lawful for any magistrate of the first class 
specially empowered by the Government in this 
behalf to pass a sentence of fine exceeding two 
thousand rupees on any person convicted of an offence 
which under this Act is punishable with fine exceeding 
two thousand rupees . 

34. Recovery of amounts due to the Government 
Any amount due to the Government from any person 
under this Act may, on a certificate issued by the 
Director, be recovered in the same manner as an 
arrear of land revenue under the Revenue Recovery 
Act for the time being in force. 

35. Ancient monuments, etc., no longer requiring 
protection . If the Government are of opinion that 
it is no longer necessary to protect any ancient and 
historical monument or archaeological site and re 
mains under the provisions of this Act, it may, by 
notification in the Gazette, declare that the ancient 
and historical monument or archaeological site and 
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remains, as the case may be, has ceased to be a pro 
tected monument or a protected area for the purposes 
of this Act. 

36. Power to correct mistakes, etc. - Any clerical 
mistake, patent error or error arising from accidental 
slip or omission in the description of any ancient 
monument or archaeological site and remains declared 
to be a protected monument or a protected area by or 
under this Act, may, at any time, be corrected by the 
Government by notification. 

37. Protection of action taken under the Act.- 
No suit for compensation and no criminal proceeding 
shall lie against any public servant in respect of any 
act done or in good faith intended to be done in the 
exercise of any power conferred by this Act. 

38. Powers to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Government 
may, by notification and subject to the condition of 
previous publication , make rules for carrying out the 
purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the 
generality of the foregoing power , such rules may 
provide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : 

( a ) the prohibition or regulation by licensing 
or otherwise of mining, quarrying, excavating , blast 
ing or any operation of a like nature near a protected 
monument or the construction of buildings on land 
adjoining such monument and the removal of un 
authorised buildings; 

(b ) the grant of licenses and permissions to 
make excavations for archaeological purposes in pro 
tected areas , the authorities by whom , and the restric 
tions and conditions subject to which , such licences 
may be granted , the taking of securities from licensees 
and the fees that may be charged for such licences ; 

(c ) the right of access of the public to a pro 
tected monument and the fee , if any, to be charged 
therefor ; 

( d ) the form and contents of the report of an 
archaeological officer or a Jicensee under clause ( a ) 
of sub -section ( 1 ) of section 23 ;

(e ) the form in which applications for permis. 
sion under section 18 or section 25 may be made and 
the particulars which they should contain ; 

(f) the form and manner of preferring appeals 
under this Act and the time within which they may 
be preferred ; 

( g ) the manner of service of any order or 
notice under this Act; 

( h ) the manner in which excavations and 
other like operations for archaeological purposes 
may be carried on ; 

( i) any other matter which is to be, or may be, 
prescribed. 

. ( 3 ) Any rule made under this section may pro 
vide that a breach thereof shall be punishable, 

( i) in the case of a rule made with reference 
to clause (a ) of sub-section ( 2 ) , with imprisonment 
which may extend to three months, or with fine which 
may extend to five thousand rupees, or with both ; 

(ii) in the case of a rule made with reference 
to clause (b ) of sub-section (2 ), with fine which may 
extend to five thousand rupees ; 

( iii) in the case of a rule made with reference 
to clause (c ) of sub-section (2 ) with fine which may 
extend to five hundred rupees. 

( 4 ) Every rule made under this Act shall be 
laid , as soon as may be after it is made , before the 
Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a 
total period of fourteen days which may be com 
prised in one session or in two successive sessions , 
and if , before the expiry of the session in which it is 
so laid , or the session immediately following, the 
Legislative Assembly makes any modification in the 
rule or decides that the rule should not be made, the 
rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so how 
ever that any such modification or annulment shall 
be without prejudice to the validity of anything pre 
viously done under that rule . 

39. Repeal. - The Travancore Ancient Monuments 
Preservation Act, 1112 (Act I of 1112 ) , the Cochin 
Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, IX of 110 
TO G. 1255. 
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and the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1904 
(Central Act 7 of 1904 ) , as in force in any part of the 
State of Kerala are hereby repealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The laws in force in the State providing for the 
preservation of ancient and historical monuments 
and archaeological sites and remains other than those 
of national importance and for the regulation of 
archaeological excavations and for the protection of 
sculptures, carvings and other like objects are con 
tained in the Travancore Ancient Monuments Pre 
servation Act, 1112 ( Act I of 1112 ) , the Cochin 
Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, IX of 1110 , 
and the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1904 
(Central Act 7 of 1904) . It is considered necessary 
to have a uniform legislation for the whole State . 
The Bill is intended for this purpose. 

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
Clause 5 ( 1 ) of the Bill empowers the Director 
to purchase or take on lease any protected monument 
.with the sanction of the Government and under 
clause 6 ( 1 ) , he can , if directed by the Government, 
enter into an agreement with the owner of a pro 
tected monument for the maintenance of it . Clause 
6 ( 2 ) contemplates the appointment of watchers . 
Under clause 9 ( 2 ) , if the Government issue an order 
for the maintenance of the monument by the owner, 
all reasonable expenses for the maintenance of it 
shall be payable by the Government. Clauses 13 and 
20 provide for the acquisition of protected monument 
and protected area respectively under the Land 
Acquisition Act for the timebeing in force. Clauses 
23 ( 3 ) and 26 ( 1) empower the Government to make 
compulsory purchase of antiquities. Under clause 
27 compensation is payable to th owner or occupier 
of the land, by the Government for any loss, etc., sus 
tained by him due to the excavation in such land or 
the exercise of any other power conferred under the 
Act. Clause 6 ( 2 ) (c ) ( ii) also provides for the levy 
ing of a fee for entering into, or inspection of the 
monument. 
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As the probable lands to be acquired , the number 
of monuments and antiquities to be compulsorily 
purchased , fees to be collected , etc., cannot be esti 
mated , it is not possible to assess the probable finan 
cial implication involved in the implementation of 
the proposed legislation . 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED 

LEGISLATION 
Clause 38 of the Bill empowers the Government 
to make rules for carrying out the purposes of the 
Act. They relate mainly to the prohibition or re 
gulation by licensing or otherwise of mining , quarry 
ing , excavating, blasting or any operation of a like 
nature near a protected monument or the construc 
tion of buildings on land adjoining such monument, 
the grant of licences and permission to make exca 
vations for archaeological purposes in protected 
areas, the right of access of the public to a protected 
monument and the fee if any to be charged therefor , 
the form and manner of preferring appeals, etc. The 
matters in respect of which rules may be made are of 
a routine and administrative character. Moreover 
the rules shall be subject to previous publication and 
scrutiny. of the Legislative Assembly after issue .

ULES FOR GIVING STATE AWARDS IN HANDICRAFTS 


1. The object of the scheme is to give State or National recogni 
tion and patronage for the handicrafts of Kerala by Instituting State 
awards for meritorious work done during each year. 

2. The scheme will be put into operation from the year 1962. 

3. It is proposed to give three cash awards of Rs. 250 (Rs. two 
hundred and fifty only ) each to craftsmen for outstanding work it any 
during the year - one for artistic work in ivory , wood or horn, another 
for artistic work in metal and the third for any the reinaining crafts. 

4. Any person domiciled in Kerala State can participate in the 
competition on production of proof of eligibility with the necessary 
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nativity certificate from the Tahsildar or Panchayat President of his 
area . Artisans in Central and State Government and Quasi-Govern 
ment establishments can also participate in the competition without 
prejudice to their own work . 

5. A competition will be arranged by the Department of Indus 
trics and Commerce for this purpose every year on a date to be duly 
notified by the Director of Industries and Commerce in the Gazette. 

6. Interested craftsmen may apply in the preseribed form which 
will be available free of cost with the District Industries Officer ofthe 
respective District and the Director of Industries and Commerce , 
Trivandrum . The application should be made at least two months 
before the date of the competition together with duplicate copies of 
bring the articles to the place fixed for the competition by the Director 
definite declaration stating that the articles proposed for the competition 
have not been presented for any competition anywhere before and also 
submit a declaration to the effect that the articles produced for the 
Competition were made by him and are owned by him . 

7. An expert Committee constituted by Governmentwill select 
the best article in each ofthe three categories, and the decision of this 
committee will be final. 

8. The Committee will have the right to reject any item without 
assigning any reason (ifdeemed necessary) No prizes will be awarded 
if none of the entries is of outstanding artistic mcrit. 

9. The Committee may if necessary fix the price of the selected 
articles in consultation with the craftsinen and the craftsmen should be 
prepared to sell the articles to the Department at the price fixed by the 
Committee. The decision of the Committee regarding the price fixed 
will be final. 

10 . he prizes will be awarded during the Republic Day Cele 
brations ofthe respective year at Trivandrum , or at any other suitable 
date fixed by the Director of Industries and Commerce . 

Il. The Competitors will have to take back their articles not 
selected , at their own expense, after the competition .
